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Police appeal for more information regarding deaths of four men

DETECTIVES investigating the 
alleged killing of four men in 
Barking are appealing for more 
information. 

Police launched an investigation 
after the deaths of Anthony 
Walgate, 23, from Barnet on June 
19, 2014, Gabriel Kovari, 22, from 
Lewisham on August 28, 2014, 
Daniel Whitworth, 21, from 
Gravesend on September 20, 2014 


and Jack Taylor, 25, from 
Dagenham, on September 14, 2015. 

Officers want to hear from any¬ 
one with information of 40 year-old 
Stephen Port, of Cooke Street, 
Barking, who stands charged in 
connection with the investigation. 

Port was charged on October 18 
with four counts of murder and 
with four counts of administering a 
poison with intent to endanger life 
or inflict grievous bodily harm. 

Detective Chief Inspector Tim 
Duffield, from the Homicide and 


Major Crime Command, said: “We 
are keen to speak to anyone who 
may have information in connec¬ 
tion with these incidents, no matter 
how insignificant you may think it 
is. 

“If you have any reservations 
about speaking to the police, please 
rest assured that your call will be 
dealt with in the strictest confi¬ 
dence. 

“For anyone who feels anxious 
about talking directly to the police, 
I would urge them to speak to 


organisations such as Galop, a spe¬ 
cialist charity that supports LGBT 
people affected by violence and 
abuse. They will be able to facili¬ 
tate appropriate support and advice, 
maintain confidentiality and treat 
anything you tell them with the 
utmost sensitivity.”

Fraudster convicted 
over £1 million scam 


A DAGENHAM man has been con¬ 
victed in connection with one of the 
biggest investigations into courier 
fraud carried out by British police. 

Anrul Islam, 24, of Hedgemans 
Road, had pleaded guilty to money 
laundering and was one of a gang of 
nine men that have now been con¬ 
victed as a result of the investiga¬ 
tion. The group targeted elderly and 
vulnerable adults in courier fraud 
style scams with around 140 
offences identified by police. 

Over £lm was defrauded or 
attempted to be defrauded from 
their victims. Members of the group 
worked together to gain the trust of 
their victims before persuading 
them to hand cash over to 'couriers' 
who the victims believed were 
working for the police on secret 
investigations. 

One of the victims, a 76 year-old 
woman from Poole, Dorset was 
defrauded of over £135,000 whilst a 
94 year-old man from north-west 
London had £130,000 stolen after 
handing it over to the fraudsters. 

The investigation was launched in 
December 2014 after detectives car¬ 
rying out a separate counter terror¬ 
ism investigation found irregular 
bank transfers for large sums to an 
individual who was later found to 
have travelled to Syria. 

Through their enquiries, officers 
found that the group made 5,695 
calls to over 3,700 different num¬ 
bers across the UK. 


Commander Richard Walton, 
head of the Met’s Counter Terrorism 
Command, said: “This callous 
group of criminals stole vast sums 
of money from extremely vulnera¬ 
ble and elderly people from across 
the country. 



“Their despicable actions have 
had a terrible and devastating 
impact on their victims with some 
losing their life savings. The target¬ 
ing of vulnerable men and women 
in their 80s and 90s is quite simply 
beyond belief. 

“We uncovered this fraud after a 
separate terrorist investigation 
found suspicious payments into a 
bank account of an individual who 
is now believed to have travelled to 
Syria.” 

He added that the investigation 
remains ongoing and that police 
will continue to arrest and prosecute 
anyone involved. 

Fahim Islam, 20, of Monthope 
Road, Stepney, Achmed Abdulaziz 
Ahmed, 23, of Morgan Road, 
Holloway and Makzhumi Abukar, 
23, of Holloway, all previously 
pleaded guilty to conspiracy to 
commit fraud. 

Mohammed Youssfi, 37, of 
Fulham Road, West Brompton also 
pleaded guilty to money laundering. 

Following a five week trial at the 
Old Bailey, Sakaria Aden, 22, of 
Stoke Newington, Mohamed Dahir, 
23, of Finsbury Park, and Yasser 
Abukar, 24, of Holloway were all 
found guilty of conspiracy to com¬ 
mit fraud on December 10 whilst 
Mohammed Sharif Abokar, 28, of 
Islington, was found guilty of 
money laundering on the same day. 

Sentencing of all nine men will 
take place at a later date.

Walk 

A WORK colleague said 
she was thinking of 
moving from Rayleigh 
to Leigh, but was reluctant 
because of the ‘lack’ of 
countryside. 

Apart from cliffs and fore¬ 
shore, she had a point. But 
there is a series of green 
plots wedged into north 
west Leigh; and, in winter, 
they are more peaceful than 
a wet alley after dark. 

The path around Great, 
West, Pound, Starvelark, 
Wyburns and Tile woods 
can be accessed from 
Belfairs Park golf course, a 
15-minute hike from Leigh 
Station. Trees form a 400- 
acre grove of oak, sweet 
chestnut, hornbeam and 
holly, circling Bramble Hall 
and Daws Heath Road. 

Once the haunt of druid rit¬ 
ual, the pagan silence is still 
deafening. At times I feel the 
need to check I’m not lost. 
The lonely walker unwittingly 
disturbs the quiet by spook¬ 
ing flocks of wood pigeon in 
the canopy. The birds burst 
into the air, beating their 
frightened wings louder 


around the leys’ 

than firecrackers, catching 
me out every time. 

The wooded areas were 
defined in pre-Saxon times 
by homesteads created in 
the tree ‘clearings’, known 
as ‘leighs’, ‘lees’ or ‘leys’. 

Clearance gave its name 
to the surrounding Ray¬ 
leigh, Had-leigh, Hock-ley, 

Thunders-ley, etc. These 
plots and their grassy pas¬ 
tures were used as com¬ 
mon land strips running 
from the Thames, north¬ 
wards. Their agricultural and 
mystical worth was associ¬ 
ated with the magical Prittle 
Brook, until the Norman 
invaders claimed the land as 
their own in 1066. In later 
centuries, the woods 
became associated with 
two industries: charcoal and 
smuggling (from Old Leigh). 

The charcoal has long gone. 

The police helicopter still 
buzzes overhead late into 
the urban night.

SIR Alfred Munnings (1878-1959) 
was a major figure in the great tra¬ 
dition of English equestrian art, and 
celebrated for his representations of 
English rural life in the first half 
of the 20th century. Immensely suc¬ 
cessful, yet controversial, he was 
the scourge of modern art while 
president of the Royal Academy 

As a boy, in 1898, Munnings vis¬ 
ited Flatford on the Essex/ Suffolk 
border with his father. Looking 
back to those days he wrote, “We 
found it beautiful, unspoilt, as in the 
days of Constable. The mill was 
working - no curiosity for sight¬ 
seers then. There were locks, 
barges, towpaths and horses. No 
bottles or food wrappers littering 
the meadows. No sound of car or 
char-a-banc [horse-drawn carriage 
or early motor coach]. Only the 
sound of the mill, the ducks in the 
stream and the breeze in the trees.” 

As an adult, Munnings followed 
in the footsteps of his artistic inspi¬ 
ration, John Constable, and bought 
the ‘house of his dreams’ - Castle 
House in Dedham - where he lived 
and worked for more than 40 years. 
His desire to make his paintings 
accessible after his death in 1959 
resulted in Lady Munnings opening 
Castle House to the public in 1961. 

Today, The Munnings Collection, 
of more than 650 paintings, wel¬ 
comes visitors from all over the 
world, with changing displays of the 
artist’s work. There is also an amaz¬ 
ing archive of letters, photographs 
and artifacts presented throughout 
the rooms of this elegant Tudor and 
Georgian building. 

Visitors can get a sense of the

working artist from his surviving 
studio in the grounds; and learn 
more about the man from the 
original furniture, photographs and 
personal items, all of which are still 
in place in Castle House. One 
undoubted highlight being Lady 
Munnings’ stuffed Pekinese dog 
‘Black Knight’ in a glass case! 

Incidentally, Munnings was also 
one of the fundraisers for 
Gainsborough’s House in nearby 
Sudbury - now a museum dedicated 
to the leading British painter also 
inspired by the landscape of the 
Essex / Suffolk border.

With their casualty list continuing 
to lengthen, even the most optimistic 
of Hammers fans could see this was 
going to be a tough afternoon. New 
Zealand international Winston Reid 
being the latest casualty, joining a 
week previous. Dimitri Payet, Diafra 
Sakho, Victor Moses and Manuel 
Lanzini on the treatment table. 

Visitors Stoke City, under the 
guidance of Mark Hughes, arrived 
in East London in a bullish mood 
having impressively dispatched 
Manchester City at the Britannia 
Stadium, with Austrian striker 
Marko Arnautovic having taken the 
plaudits with a virtuoso display in 
scoring both of the Potters goals. 

But it was West Ham who started 
the brighter, and came close to open¬ 
ing the scoring when Cheikhou 
Kouyate’s fierce drive was beaten 
away by Jack Buckland. 

Seconds later the Potters England 


international keeper did well to cling 
to Michail Antonio’s piledriver as the 
Hammers probed for an early opener.

Indeed, an air of unease had 
taken hold of the Boleyn faithful as 
their charges struggled to make any 
real headway against a resolute Pot¬ 
ters rearguard. 

The Hammers rallied, but Buck- 
land was equal to James Collins’ 
goalbound effort following a melee 
in the Stoke box. 

The home side went even closer 
when Erik Pieters managed to deflect 
Michail Antonio’s effort over after 
Cresswell had delivered from the left. 

After the break West Ham turned the 
screw. Collins went close to tuning 
home Mauro Zarate’s pinpoint flag- 
kick, while Buckland scrambled Andy 
Carroll’s diving header to safety. 

Buckland continued to frustrate 
the Hammers, this time palming 
away Antonio’s attempted scissor- 
kick. At the other end Arnautovic 
tested Adrian, but the Spaniard was 


handily placed to rebuff the effort. 

Stoke came desperately close to 
grabbing the lead when Arnautovic’s 
deflected dead-ball effort cannoned 
back off the bar, Bojan uncharacter¬ 
istically firing the rebound high into 
the stand. 

The end-to-end nature of the con¬ 
test continued. Buckland produced a 
brilliant one-handed save as Cress- 
well’s strike looked set for the top 
corner of the Potters net, while Adri¬ 
an used his feet to deny Arnautovic 
after Bojan had slipped him in. 

In the closing stages Zarate’s thun¬ 
dering strike beat Buckland, but much 
to the home crowds anguish came 
back off the foot of the post. Then 
Buckland needed every inch of his 
frame to tip over Kouyate’s outra¬ 
geous free-kick from all of 35-yards. 

But Stoke almost snatched it when 
substitute Marne Biram Diouf shot 
straight at Adrian after Bojan had 
once again crafted the opening. 

Deep into stoppage time Johnson 
denied West Ham what would have 
been a dramatic winner, nodding 
Kouyate’s header off the line after 
James Tomkins had hooked back 
into the danger zone. 

Speaking after the game, a satis¬ 
fied Slaven Bilic stated: “It was a 
very entertaining draw, and an enter¬ 
taining game. It was full of energy, 
high tempo and both teams defend¬ 
ed really well. 

“You had to create something real¬ 
ly special to open the gate and find 


that space, to get a clear cut chance, 
both teams have done that from the 
counter attacks and the set pieces. 

“It was a very good game, it could 
have ended 1-1 or 2-2, with a little bit 
of luck we could have won this game, 
but so could they. It was a fair result.” 

Stoke City chief Mark Hughes said: 
“I think it was a close game, I think as 
0-0’s go there was plenty of incident. 
Somebody told me there were 30-odd 
attempts on goal between both teams. 
I think as 0-0’s go it was a reasonable 
spectacle, I think we certainly played 
our part in that. 

“All in all it was a decent game, a 
different test for us today in compar¬ 
ison to last week.” 

West Ham United are next in Bar¬ 
clays Premier League action on Sun¬ 
day December 20, when they visit 
the Liberty Stadium to face strag¬ 
glers Swansea City (4pm).
